Or, assuming they 
made only the most perfunctory search at known places, he had to hide? It is clear he 
found it necessary to be unavailable for enough time to make some kind of prepartions 
or xor them uo be made for him or on Ms behalf. It would seem apparent that the FBI was 
not trying too hard to find him. Possible explanations will follow.

Earlier the story says Caddy left the grand-jurt room at least 13 times to confer 
wx un a bank of four caref ulIy-uMdentified lawyers waiting outside for Mm to consult. 
I^suggest that if a lawyer requires fo_ur others for such consultation and the Post finds 
xt expedient to name none and not to report legit news it had earlier, there is sometMng 
to thxnk about. Especially when the news relates to the CIa. 

I belxeve the fact that Runt and Caddy had the same office is new. Earlier reports, 
as 1 recall, merely place them in the Mullen fim together with others, or not this close.
